Chicago, March IG.—Danger of an 
immediate .strike of 27,000 locomotive 
firemen, the throwing out of employ­ 
ment of more than 12.'),OOO other em­ 
ployes and the temporary suspension 
of business on practically every rail­ 
road system between Chicago and the 
Pacific coast was averted through the 
acceptance of offers of mediation from 
he federal authorities at Washington. 
At the request of the general m an­ 
agers of the forty-seven W estern rail­ 
roads involved, Chairman Martin A 
Knapp of

bor C. P. Neill telegraphed an offer of 
federal mediation to the brotherhood 
officials.

S. Carter, president of the Brother 
hood of locom otive Firemen and En* 
ginemen, stipulating, however, that ac­ 
tion must begin without delay. 
The appeal to Washington was taken 
as an eleventh-hour move to prevent 
a walkout, which, it was declared, 
threatened th*1 greatest railroad strike 
since that of 1894.

er night at the age of eighty-six years, 
supposedly poor, but since found to 
have left a $100,000 estate. 
Close friends of the aged woman, 
who were in her confidence except as 
to the extent of lier wealth said that 
she had given away thousands of dol­ 
lars iii the last twenty years among 
needy families In Burlington county. 
Miss Hays continued to profess pov­ 
erty before those to whom she openly 
gave assistance, and they believed un­ 
til her death that she was actually as 
poor as sin* professed to be and was 
making a heroic personal sacrifice to 
aid them. 
The old farmhouse has been closely 
guarded since a lawyer and heirs the 
other day found fifteen different lots 
of gold coin and banknotes hidden in 
books, cupboards, old boxes, beds and 
In many odd places. It is asserted that 
approximately $10,000 In cash 
was 
found, with mortgages for $20,000 and 
deeds for $50,000 worth of property. 
Neighbors say that search of the 
old house since the death of Miss Hays 
has revealed an odd assortment of 
heirlooms and valuable antiques. They 
say that eighteen old spinning w heels 
were found covered with dust in the 
nttic.

IL* thou said that lf he lived 
he would establish a game preserve 
that would Ie one of the finest in 
Pennsylvania. 
Preparatory to ta rry ­ 
ing out bis object he bought a num­ 
ber 
of 
farms 
skirting the Jordan 
erect, about ten tulles northwest *>! 
Allentown. Pa 
Experts have declared that nowhere 
In the United States are there better 
natural facilities i >r a big game park. 
It will comprise nearly 1.1)00 acres al­ 
most equally divided on either side of 
the stream. 
The Jordan is fringed 
with timber and bushes, the sides of 
the ravines are covered with hemlock 
and deciduous trees, and all over the 
tract there are clumps of woodland. 
There is everything that big game de­ 
lights in when allowed to run at its 
free will in nature—tret s, shrubbery, 
rocks, 
deep 
valleys, 
meadows 
and 
broad stretches of grass. 
Besides tile 
Jordan, the game will find water at 
many springs and some fine rills that 
run through fields and down hillsides. 


Both Sh elte r and Food. 
To perfect his preparations Colonel 
Trexier engaged Charles W. Gossart, 
a civil engineer, to lay out the park 
and inclose it so that the animals can­ 
not escape. 
On account of a public 
road, which cannot be abandoned, it 
was determined to establish two parks, 
east and west, the one inclosed by 
nine miles of fence and the other by 
seven. The game may reach the main 
stream in each park, and on each tract 
there are all the shelter and food neces­ 
sary for the animals without artificial 
help from man. 
The construction of the fence, which 
will be eight feet high, is a work of 
no mean dimensions. 
Wire will be 
used, the first strand flush on the 
ground to keep out foxes, and for 
three feet the wires will be only one- 
half inch apart, after that two inches 
apart for several more feet, while the 
top strands of barb wire will be only 
five Inches distant from each other. 


F a m o u s Hunxors Consulted. 
To assemble his herd of buffaloes 
Colonel Trexier went to considerable 
trouble, but his arrangements are so 
far advanced that he is assured of au 
exceptionally fine lot of animals. 
His 
consultants included IV. T. Ilornaday, 
president of the American Bison society 
and director of the Bronx (New York) 
zoo; Mrs. Conrad of Kalispell, Mont., 
owner of the largest herd in the Unit­ 
ed States: Major Gordon Lilly ("Paw ­ 
nee Bill” ) of Pawnee, Okla.; Andrew 
U. Hodges, warden of the national 
bison range at Ravalli. Mont., ami a 
number of famous bunters and fan­ 
ciers whom he has met on business 
trips in Montana. Idaho aud Washing­ 
ton. 
The buffaloes will be kept iu 
West park, together with a herd of 
antelope 
contracted 
for 
from 
the 
Rocky mountain regions. 
East park 
will be the home of a herd of elk aud 
deer 
Colonel Trexier has found that elk 
will thrive in this section of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
As for the buffaloes, he lias tile 
opinion of Mr. Ilornaday, whose ex­ 
perience with the bison at the Bronx 
zoo has been very satisfactory, that 
buffaloes will thrive on this game pre­ 
serve to even a greater extent than at 
the Bronx zoo. 
There he has a re­ 
serve of less than thirty acres for 
about thirty auimals, while this park 
will furnish natural sustenance for 
fully 200 animals. 
Besides big game, 
the entire tract will be stocked with 
rabbits and seven varieties of pheas­ 
ants, and dams will be placed in the 
Jordan and its tributaries for trout, 
bass, perch and catfish.
